The aLEAN, Co.’a ateamer Bankwang 
arrived on Tuesday night from the North, 
having conveyed about 800 soldiors and 
eight military mandarina from Wu-ch'ang 
(Hankow) to Shan-hai Kuan, a town on 
tho northern coast, where the Great Wall 
comes down'to the ses, about 112 miles 
from Newchwang lightship. The other 
four steamers belonging to the ‘same 
Company, the names of which we have 
Previously pnblished, followed the Hun- 
kwang with 700 or 800 troops cach. Shan- 
hai Kuan is a good place to land troopa, as 
steamers can oasily go within half a milo 
of the shore, ‘Fho soldiera taken from 
Wu-ch’ang were fino well-built men, very 
clean for Chinamen, and gave no trouble 
whatever daring the passage, They seem- 
ed to be armed chiefly with bamboo spears 
decorated with red steamora, but o few had 
some flint lock muskets and other weapons 
of antique’ appearauce. A large number 
of packages wore also taken un in the 
steamer, whioh were eupposed to contain 
weapons of a more modern description, aud 
mauilions adapted for warfaro moro in oo 
cordunce with modern usages“ rrange- 
ments bad been previonsly made for tho 
disembarking of tc troops, a large number 
of Chinese boats coming from the shore to 
the steamer for the purpose immediately on 
her arrival. As soon as tho troopa reached 
the lund, a camp was formed on the beach, 
on which thero were many more cases an’! 
packages similar to thoso carried by the 
Haukwang, which had been previously de 
livered by Chinese gunboats. Many so) 
diers were. already at work on the Great 
Wall and orecting fortiGcations at ~han bui 
Kuan, who were speedily joined by the new 
arrivala. It waa said that thoro were 59, 10" 
men encamped inlund at the foot of some 
hills at a little distance from the sea, but 
their camp could not be seen from tbe place 
where the stenmer anchored. The Han 
‘wang has made s very good trip with re 
gardto time, She left Shanghai at 4.8u 
a.m. on the 8ist August, and arrived at
